ACHARTA of Religion, Declarative of the 
bly Franchife of all the Members of the vi- 
‘le Church ; thefe are the Laws and Ordi- 
ances of the fapream Law-giver, concerni 
fon? which we areto abide by, 
wu obferve, 


Secondly, The Rights of a National Church. 
‘Church of Chrift, is fubdivided into par- 


ticular Churches, yet thefe Churches have no 
effential Difference, they hold by the fame 
Tenure, and are diftinguifh’d only according 
to the different Rites and Ceremonies retain’d 
in ‘em, and not according to Doétrinals. This 
makes no Rent or Schifm in the Church of 
Chrift; for Modes and Ceremonies may be, or 
not be, without the Deftruction of the Church. 
The Churches of Chrift at Corinth and Epbefus, 
were not diftinguifh’das differing one from 
the other, in any fundamental Principles, or 
upon Account of any Ceremonies or Rituals, 
but only as to Place; andthe Ceremonies us’d 
in any of our Proteftant Churches, does. not 
make any real eff-ntial, Difference bitwixt 
thein, in Point of Fundamentals, and there- 
fore ought not to give Occafion of Offence 
one to another. 

I'll open the Point fo plainly, that any 


Country-inan may dudes of the Controveriys 
and be able of himfclf to anfwer what the Re« 


bearfer fays tothis Point. The Point, in fhort, 
is concerning the Church ot Exgland, and who 
is Head thereof; and here the Beheather endea- 
vours (as by his Writings he has always 
done ) to un-queen the Queen, by taking from 
her the executive Power of the Laws, Religi- 
ous and Civil, . 

_ Indeed he is not fo im t, as to turn 
her from the Altar, and {o tell her, fhe has no 
Bufinefs there ; but he will not fuffer her to be 
Head of the Church alone, but puts the Church 
into Commiffion, and will make the Prieft- 
hood to have an equal Part of the Sovereign 
Power. | 

This he does by afferting, That there may be 
two Independent Powers in the fame Society. Here 
in again he amufes the People, and leaves 
them inthe Dark, as to the Independency of 
Power. Ina {trict Senfe, no one upon Earth 
is independent; the great God of the whole 
Univerfe, is the only Nown-Subftantive of 
Power; he depends only on the Power of his- 
own Arm, on his own infinite Wifdom and 
Condué, to govern the Creation he. has al- 
ready made, and to bring to pafs what he 

think fit for the future,

Government of the City of London. He fays, 
There. may be feveral Societies independent of 
each other, as the feveral Corporations in London;

feveral Corporations of London, dg not make: 
the Gity, but 2 Memberot Fr n entitld 
to the fame Franchifes and Immunities, by 
Charter granted them by the Crown. The 
Corporations have Charters of their own, by 
Grant alfo from the Crown, and felect Privi- 
ledges, according to the feveral Branches of 
their Trade. ‘They have a Power to make 
By-Laws but for the Govenment of their own 
Company or Corporation; for. thefe Laws are 
binding on the Members of their own Socie- 
ty only. : | 

A Man takes his Freedom of the City firft, 
and afterwards of the Company, which is at 
his own Eleétion to chufe what Company he 
pleafes. He is free of the City by Right of 
Servitude, Patrimony, or Donation, but free 
of his Company by his own Choice ; and 
when he has made his Eleétion, as he is enti- 
tl’d tothe Franchife and Benefits of the Com- 
pany, fo he is bound to the Obfervance of 
the Laws made for the Government thereof. 

A Man may be free of the City, that is 
not free of a Company; and ’tis the City 
Freeanen, and not the Company, that com- 
pofe theCity. ‘The Citizens, as Free-men by 
the great Charter, cannot intermeddle with 
the Affairs of the cy br Societies, nor 
one Corporation with the Priviledges of ano- 
ther; and if there happens any Difpute con- 
cerning Priviledges, the Caufe is not to be 


determin’d by themifelves, but to be heard by 
Council at Barr, and to be adjufted by Law 
in the great Courts. a 

Nor can he make it oult, that feveral King- 
doms are one World, unlefs he can perfwade all 
the Commomvealths, which are numerous, to 
take Sovereign Heads, or can prove, that 
thofe Commonwealths are out of the World, 
and fo no Part of it. 

*Tis a high Reflection on the Church, to 
compare it to trading Companies, yet juft e- 
nough, if by the Church he means the tra- 
ding Prieft-hood; but to fay, that there are 
two independent Heads in the fame Ecclefia- 
ftick Society, is to make the Church 2 Mon- 
{ter, having two Heads on the fame Body. 

Roger, I will come clofe to the Point of In- 
dependency inthe Church, and tell you, that 
the Queen is not the Independent Head thereof, 
atid yet fheis the Church’s Head. She is not 
the Independent Head of theChurch ofChrift 
in England, and yet fhe if the Head of the 
Church of England. ; 

Her Majelty claims no Independent Power 
in the Church : She ftiles her felf Head of the 
Church under GOD and his CHRIST, The 
King of England has Superiors, God and the 
Law ; but in Refpect of the executive Power 
of the Laws, both Religious and Civil, he 
has no Equal. Nor indeed can there be 
Pares Imperij ; there may be Partners in the 


Government, Sharers the executive Power, ‘ 


but not in England. Our Conftitation, in 
Refpeét of Legiflature, is, King or Queen, Lords 











Power, *tis 7 King or Queen.
